Lent by Sir William Van Horne 1746-1828 

Goya, the celebrated Spanish artist — Court painter to Charles 
IV and Ferdinand VII — is well known for his religious com- 
positions and portraits. He was also famous for his works 
of satire and caricature, from which fact he has been termed 
» the Hogarth of Spain. About 200 portraits and many miscel- 

laneous works came from his hand. In his execution he is 
the only Spanish artist of extraordinary quality during the 
latter part of the i8th century. 

2 Portrait of “Maria” Joseph Wright of Derby 

From Sterne^s ‘Sentimental Journey' 

Lent by C. L. Bemrose, Esq. 

Exhibited Royal Academy, 1781 ; in Collection of 
Wright’s Works, Derby, 1883 ; Graves’ Galleries, Lon- 
don, 1911. 

Wright— a contemporary of Reynolds — is entitled to a high 
position in the British school of painting. Most of his works, 
however, are confined to the region of their production — in 
and about Derby — and have not been exhibited to any extent. 

Mrs. Heaton, in her History of Painting, mentions the pres- 
ent picture. “Few works of Wright's time,” she says, “were 
more graceful than his ‘Maria.' ”

Alderman Bradshaw was a descendant of J. Brad- 
shaw, President of Oliver Cromwell’s Council. He 
married Baroness Waterpark, great-grandmother of 
^ the present Lord Waterpark. He is mentioned in the 

^ Diary of Sir Joshua Reynolds. 

Reynolds, during his lifetime, was acknowledged to be the 
greatest of English artists, although his supremacy has been 
challenged in recent years in favor of his rival, Gainsborough. 

Nevertheless, in power of characterization, richness of colora- 
tion, and variety of composition, his portraits are unequalled 
by those of any of his contemporaries and successors. 
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5 Portrait of Miss Smith 


Rev. M. W. Peters 

1740-1814 


Lent by M. Paul Moglia. 

Peters was not only a clergyman of some note, being Preben- 
dary of Lincoln and Chaplain to the Prince Regent (after- 
wards George IV), but was also a fashionable portrait paint- 
er. Some of his works show great delicacy of treatment and 
have almost the impasto of Reynolds. 


6 Portrait of Thomas Pennant Thomas Gainsborough 

Lent by the Rt. Hon. the Earl of Denbigh. 1727-1788 

Thomas Pennant was a distinguished antiquary, col- 
lector and naturalist, and author of several works on 
old London. His great-granddaughter, who inherited 
the Downing estates in Flintshire, was the first wife 
of the late Earl of Denbigh. 

Gainsborough shares with Reynolds the distinction of heading 
the English portrait painters of the i8th century. The char- 
acters of the two men are curiously reflected in their works. 

Reynolds was cultured, intellectual, of cold temperament. 

Gainsborough was a child of nature and content to give ex- 
pression to his own personality. 


7 Portrait of Anne, daughter of John James Masquerier 

Mrs. Orde. Lent by M. Cahill, Esq. 1788-1855 

Exhibited International Exhibition of Portraits, Paris, 

1910. 

Of French parentage and training, Masquerier became a 
fashionable portrait painter in England at the beginning of 
the 19th century. In twenty-eight years he painted 400 por- 
traits, including one of the Emperor Napoleon. 


8 Portrait, Rev. David Campbell Sir Henry Raeburn 

Lent by Reginald Grundy, Esq. 1756-1823 

This portrait was painted by the artist at the house of 
the sitter. In an interesting letter, still extant, Mr. 

Campbell, the son of the clergyman, mentions that his 
father j at the time of writing, wtas sitting for the pic- 
ture. 

Raeburn — Scotland's greatest artist — was one of the fashion- 
able portrait painters of his time. In recent years his pictures 
have increased enormously in value, his portrait of Lady 
Robertson Williamson having brought $115,500 at Christie's 
last year — the highest price ever obtained for a single picture 
at public auction in England. 

9 Portrait of Charles Dickens W. P. Frith, R. A. 

Lent by N. H. Spielman, Esq. 1805-1909 

Exhibited at the Royal Jubilee Exhibition, Manches- 
ter, 1887; at the Victorian Exhibition 1891-2; and at 
the Dickens Exhibition. 

Frith was a well-known painter of the Victorian period, fa- 
mous for his contemporary scenes, such as *‘The Derby Day," 
and his portraits and historical subjects. 
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9a An original drawing by Charles Dickens 

It showjs the reading desk which he used during his 
American lecture tour, with a description of it in his 
handwriting, and an original ticket of admission to 
lecture. 

10 Portrait of Thomas Girtin John Opie, R. A. 

The great water-color artist 1750-1814 

Lent hy John Lane, Esq., of the Bodley Head and 
John Lane Publishing Co. 

Of humble origin and largely self-taught, Opie was regarded 
as one of the leading portrait painters of his time. Though 
inferior to Reynolds or Romney in his portraits of women, he 
painted masculine sitters with a strength and power of char- 
acterization which has seldom been excelled. 


1 1 Portrait of a Lady George Romney 

Lent by M. Cahill, Esq. 1734-1802 

As an interpreter of the charms of feminine beauty, Romney 
is surpassed by no other artist of the i8th century. The 
rival of Reynolds as a fashionable portrait painter, his pa- 
trons included many famous men and women. He is perhaps 
best known for his beautiful portraits of Lady Hamilton. 


12 Portrait of Elizabeth, Countess Sir Joshua Reynolds 

of Winterton (1788) 

Lent by Sir William Bruce, Bart. 

The Countess was the daughter of John Armstrong, 

Esq. of Godaiming, Surrey. The painting is from the 
collection of Capt. Henry H. F. Pidcock, who married 
Elizabeth Frances Annette, fourth daughter of Com- 
mander the Rt. Hon. Edmund Edward, Tumour, 

R.N., mentioned in the Life of Sir Joshua Reynolds. 

13 Portrait of Lady and Child Rev. M. 

Lent by Claude Johnson, Esq. 

14 Portrait of Thomas de Quincey John Jackson, R. A. 

Lent by Reginald C. Grundy, Esq. 1777-1834 

Jackson was a portrait painter of considerable note and was 
extensively employed in copying famous pictures. In the lat- 
ter work he attained such proficiency that many of his copies 
have since been sold as originals. In the present portrait 
Jackson has succeeded admirably in revealing the personality 
of de Quincey. In his “Confessions of an Opium Eater” the 
famous author says: “My life has been the life of a philos- 
opher; from my birth I was made an intellectual creature and 
intellectual in the highest sense in my pursuits.”

He shared with Law- 
rence the patronage of the beauties who graced the court of 
the Prince Regent. His works have steadily increased in 
value, his portrait of Lady Louisa Manners having brought 
$73,500 at a sale in 1901. 


18 Landscape Thomas Barker of Bath 

Lent by A. C. Blairs 1769-1847 

Though entirely self-taught. Barker attained high rank as a 
painter. His pictures, including landscapes, portraiture, and 
historical subjects, enjoyed great popularity, and many were 
engraved. His works are often mistaken for those of Gains- 
borough. 

19 Portrait of Lady Bunbury Sir Peter Lely 

Lent by Charles Allom, Esq. 1618-1680 

From the collection of Sir Henry Bunbury, Bart. 

Of German birth, and the successor of Van Dyck, Lely gained 
great distinction as a portrait painter at the English court. 

Among his subjects were Oliver Cromwell, Charles II, and 
the famous beauties of the “merry monarch's** court. 

20 Portrait of Rembrandt van Ryn Rembrandt van Ryn 

Painted by himself Lg^t by N. C. Smith, Esq. 1607-1669 

Famous as the head of the Dutch school of painting in the 
17th century, Rembrandt surpassed all other masters in his 
treatment of light and shade. “He has been fittingly termed 
‘the king of shades.* He may also be compared to some pow- 
erful wizard, compelling Nature to yield to him the secrets 
of her dark caverns and mysterious effects, and noting them 
down with brush or etching needle in the book of magic we 
call his works.** , 

21 Portrait of Lady Sinclair Richard Coszmy 

Lent by Sir J. Tollemache Sinclair, Bart. 1740-1821 

A celebrated miniature painter of the i8th and (early) 19th 
centuries. Cosway's works in oil are also much prized. Among 
his patrons was the Prince Regent, with whom the artist 
boasted considerable intimacy. 
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22 Portrait of H. R. H. the Duke of Sir William Beechy 

Cambridge Lent by H. H. the Duke of Teck, G.C.V.O. i753-i837 

The Duke of Cambridge was the second son of George 
III. He held the rank of major general in the British 
army and in 1815 was appointed Viceroy of Hanover. 

This position he retained until the accession of Queen 
Victoria in 1837. Her Majesty, Queen Mary and her 
brother, the Duke of Teck, are among his grandchil- 
dren. 

Beechy enjoyed the patronage of George III, and was much 
in vogue as a portrait painter. Among his sittep were the 
chief personages of fashion and distinction of his day. The 
patronage was undoubtedly justified as the artist was among 
the more able successors of Reynolds.

- 23 Portrait of the 10th Earl of Sir Anthony Van Dyck 

Northumberland, Lord High 1599-1641 

Admiral of the Fleet Lent by Mrs. J. T. H. Baily 

Originally at Lillieshall in the collection of the late 
Duke of Sutherland. Exhibited Brussels Exhibition, 

1910. 

With the exception of Rubens, Van Dyck is the greatest 
master of the Flemish school. He also belongs to England, 
for it was in that country he spent the last years of his 
prolific career, and evolved the phase of art by which he is 
most widely known. During his English period he painted 
many portraits of Charles I and Queen Henrietta Maria, and 
the principal members of the nobility. 


24 Daphne and Chloe Paris Bordone 

Lent by Mrs. Nicholson 1500-1571 

From the collections of Madame Murat, ex-Queen of 
Naples and of the Marquis of Londonderry. Consid- 
ered to be a very fine example of the work of this 
great Venetian painter. 

Bordone was a pupil and follower of Titian, and an artist of 
great genius. He is one of the great colorists of the Vene- 
tian school. Besides his religious, historical, and allegorical 
pictures he produced some superb portraits. 


25 Cattle Market /. M. W. Turner, R. A. 

Lent by Sir William Bruce, Bart. 177S-1851 

Before he was twenty-five the subjects of Turner’s accepted 
works ranged over 26 counties of England and Wales, show- 
ing how much he must have travelled. He covered a wide 
range of subjects in his earlier periods and of this the cat- 
tle market furnishes a good example. 

26 Portrait of Mr. Bell Thomas Gainsborough 

Lent by Norman Forbes Robertson, Esq. 1727-1788 

A splendid specimen of the artist’s work. 
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27 Coast Scene Lent by H. L. Weinberg, Esq. Hendrik de Meijers 

The works of de Meijers have a great resemblance to those 1620-1685 

of Cuyp. His paintings are very rare and are seldom found 
in Arnerica. The coast scene is undoubtedly the finest picture 
by this artist ever exhibited in this country. 

28 Portraits of the Northcote Family James Northcote, R. A. 

Lent by John Lane, Esq. of the Bodley Head and John 1746-1831 
Lane Publishing Co, 

This picture represents the artist, his sister Mary and 
his father, Samuel Northcote, the latter reading a let- 
ter from Sir Joshua Reynolds praising the genius of 
his son. 

Northcote was the favorite pupil and assistant of Reynolds, 
and was subsequently his biographer. He was one of the 
leading artists of his day. He painted a number of celebrities, 
including George IV, Sir Walter Scott, and Sir Robert Peel.

He was widely known for his fresco of Fame in the Villa 
Ludovici, and is considered to be the finest colorist of his 
time. 


31 Portrait of a Lady Rembrandt van Ryn 

Lent by Mrs. Nicholson 1607-1669 

Formerly in the Champernourne collection, dispersed 
in 1820. It has been in an English private collection 
for many years and is an example of the master's 
middle period. 


32 Portrait of Edward Opie John Opie, R. A. 

Father of the Artist j ^ 1761-1807 

This portrait of Opie’s father is extremely interesting 
as an example of the artist's earlier style. 

Exhibited at the Old Masters' Exhibition for the Duke 
of Teck's Fund, 1911. 

Opie was exceptionally successful in his paintings of old men, 
whom he portrayed with uncommon vigor and great truth 
of expression. 
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33 Portrait of Mrs. Morland George Morland 

Lent by Reginald C. Grundy, Esq, 1763-1804 

Exhibited at Old Masters' Exhibition in aid of the 
Duke of Teck's Fund, 1910. 

Morland — a member of a family of distinguished painters — 
during his brief and checkered career, was an incessant work- 
er. Despite his convivial habits, his hand and brain were un- 
affected. He excelled in his paintings of women and children 
which were distinguished for their grace and vivacity. 

The artist died suddenly in a “sponging house,” following his 
arrest for debt. His wife, despite his erratic habits, was 
deeply attached to him. On receiving the news of his death 
she was seized with convulsive fits and expired four days 
afterwards. They were buried side by side in the burial 
ground of St. James’s Chapel, London. 

34 Portrait of the Countess of Sir Anthony Van Dyck 

Kenel-Macey 1599-1641 

Lent by the Rt. Hon. the Earl of Denbigh. 

Exhibited at the Brussels Exhibition, 1910. 

This painting is considered to be in Van Dyck's best 
style. Sir Thomas Lawrence pronounced it to be the 
best painting in the Denbigh collection, an opinion 
which has been expressed since then by all the con- 
noisseurs who have seen it. 

35 The Adoration Francois Bourcher 

This picture is considered one of the artist's finest 1704-1770 
works. It comes from a great European collection. 

Bourcher was one of the foremost painters of the French 
school, Louis XV and Madame de Pompadour being among 
his chief patrons. His subjects included portraits, religious 
and mythological pictures, and pastorals. His brush work is 
as spirited as Watteau’s, while his color is as fresh and bril- 
liant as Rubens. 


36 Portrait of Francisco Maria del- Titian (Vecellio Tiziano) 

la Rovere, Due d’ Urbino 1477-1576 

Lent by Mrs. Nicholson 

As a portrait painter, Titian stands unrivalled perhaps 
in all ages. This portrait of the duke, of an earlier 
period than a large one in the Ufifizi Gallery, is remark- 
able for the force and brilliance of the armor painting. 

It has been in a great English collection for many years. 

Titian, the greatest artist of the Venetian school, has been 
called the prince of painters. His life was one succession of 
triumphs, popes, kings, and emperors vieing for his work. 

He is one of the world’s supreme colorists; he is great in all 
ages of art. 

37 The Carousal William Hogarth 

Lent by G. Whale Ure, Esq. 1697-1764 

The room shown in this painting is the same as that in 
the first picture of the Rake's Progress, now in the 
Soane Museum, London. Hogarth himself is one of 
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the company, most of whom are well known charac- 
ters of the period who were often depicted by the 
artist. 

Hogarth, the most English of the earlier English painters, 
enjoyed the esteem of his own day rather as a delineator of 
contemporary life and morals and a teller of pictorial anec- 
dotes than as a great artist. Posterity, however, has done him 
justice in the latter respect, and he is now regarded as one 
of the great masters of the British school. 


38 St. Catherine at the Wheel /. Carreno de Miranda 

Lent by G. Whale Ure, Esq. 1614-1685 

Exhibited at the Winter Exhibition of the Royal Acad- 
enuy, London, 1910. 

This artist was court painter to Charles II of Spain. He was 
one of the foremost artists of his time, and one of the few 
great Spanish painters. 


39 The Young Smoker Frans Hals 

Lent by M. Cahill, Esq. 1584-1666 

Formerly in the collection of Dr. Walker of Fife. 

This picture was probably painted about 1612. It has 
passed through several large Scottish collections, but 
has never been previously exhibited. 

For vigor of painting, strong presentation of character, bold- 
ness and success of color, and extraordinary freedom of exe- 
cution, it is only such portrait painters as Rubens, Van Dyke, 

Rembrandt ,and Velasquez that can be compared to Hals. 

In technical knowledge and dexterity he is scarcely surpassed 
by any artist. 


40 The Magdalene Giampietrino {or Gianpedrino) 

Lent by Sir George Donaldson. 

Exhibited at the Burlington Fine Arts Club, 1911. 

This notable artist of the 15th and i6th centuries, was a pupil 
of Leonardo da Vinci. He painted a number of religious 
works, including this Magdalene for the monastery of St. 

Petersburg der Heiland. He also attained some eminence 
as a portrait painter. 

41 Triptych on Panel Pieter Claes sens of Bruges 

Lent by Mrs. M. Cahill 1523-1612 

In the centre panel is a representation of the Cruci- 
fixion, with a view of Bruges. In the left wSng are 
portraits of John Adornes and his sons W|ith John 
the Baptist. In the right wing are portraits of Cath- 
erine Wittenege (the wife of John Adornes) and her 
daughters, with St. Catherine. John Adornes was the 
head of the Flemish branch of the great Adornes fam- 
ily of Venice. He built the church at Bruges. 

Claessens was a celebrated Flemish painter of portraits and 
.historical subjects, and the earliest of a large family of artists. 
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42 Portrait of Frederick Lewis 

Prince of Wales (Son of George II) 


Nicholas de Largilliere 
1656-1746 


Lent by J. T. Herbert Baily, Esq, 

In the roll of the great portrait painters of France must be 
included the name of de Largilliere. He was in England for 
some time, where he painted Charles II, and afterwards James 
II and his queen. His patrons also included many of the 
English nobility. After the Hanover succession, at an ad- 
vanced age, he painted the present portrait. He has been 
styled the French Van Dyke. 


43 John Churchill, 1 st Duke of Marl 
borough 


Attributed to Sir James Thornhill 

From Blenheim Palace 1676-1734 

Lent by the present and tenth Duke of Marlborough 
John Churchill was accounted the handsomest Eng- 
lishman of his time, and was certainly the most suc- 
cessful general of his age. In the course of several 
brilliant campaigns he inflicted a series of defeats on 
the hitherto invincible French forces until Louis XIV 
was compelled to sue for peace. The success of the 
Tories and the withdraw'3,1 of Queen Anne’s favor 
caused him to be dismissed from all his offices. He 


died in 1716. 


Thornhill is famous as the painter of the frescos in the cupola 
of St. Paul’s Cathedral and the decorative pieces in several 
English churches and palaces. He was also a prolific por- 
trait painter. His daughter married Hogarth. 


44 Portrait of George Washington Attributed to Gilbert Stuart 

Lent by Sir William Bruce, Bart. 1755-1828 

Stuart, an American artist, received his art training in Eng- 
land in the studio of his compatriot, Benjamin West. He 
painted a number of British celebrities, and after returning 
to America his sitters included Washington and other dis- 
tinguished personages. Although his work is somewhat un- 
equal he attains, in his best portraits, a feeling and quality 
much akin to Gainsborough’s.

45 Portrait of Major Andre William Cordon 

(After Sir Joshua Reynolds) 

Lent by M, Cahill, Esq, 

One of the few portraits in existence of the ill-fated 
Major Andre whose death as a spy forms one of the 
tragic episodes in the War of the Revolution. Rey- 
nolds painted the original portrait soon after 
Andre began his military career. Cordon, who copied 
the picture, was enamel painter to George IV. The 
painting is on Crown Derby porcelain, signed and 
dated. Exhibited at Midland Counties Works of Art 
Exhibition, Derby, England, 1870. 


46 Portrait of Capt. Charles Saltonstall Artist unknown 

Lent by John Lane, Esq., of the Bodley Head and 
John Lane Publishing Co. 

Saltonstall wtas author of The Navigator, or the Prin- 
ciples of Navigation (London, 1642) and his family 
wiere among the founders of Yale University. This 
drawing was formerly in the possession of the late 
Sir Wilfred Lawson.

In recording transient expressions of the human coun- 
tenance, especially of mirth or laughter, Hals dis- 
played remarkable skill. 

51 St. Jerome in the Desert Giovanni Antonio Bazzi, called 

Lent by K. J. Moore, Esq. 

Soddoma was a pupil of Leonardo da Vinci and attained 
great eminence as a painter. He is mentioned by Berensen 
in his History of Siennese Painters : “Soddoma’s picture of 
St. Sebastian in the Uffizi Gallery, Florence, is considered to 
be the most beautiful figure in Christian art.”

This picture is described in Smith’s “Catalogue Rai- 
sonne,” Vol. Ill, page 226, No. 806, under the heading 
of Van Dyck as follows: “Portrait of John Baptist de 
Bisthoven, priest. The face is seen in a three-quarters 
view. His dress is composed of a black vest and a 
cloak; the left hand hangs at the side, and the right, 
holding a book, rests on the base of a column. 
Engraved by A. Lommelin,” 

Also described in Dr. Waagen’s “Art Treasures in 
England,” Vol. II, page 295, as follows: 

“Wynn Ellis Collection. Van Dyck’s portrait of a General 
of the Jesuits. Whole length figure with a book in his hand. 
Easy in action and carefully executed; of the middle period 
of the master.” 


56 Venetian Canal Scene Jacob Marieschi

Marieschi was one of the last of the great Venetian school 
of painters, and flourished from the fourteenth to the dawn 
of the nineteenth century. Though a pupil of his father and 
Gasparo Digiani, he was more influenced by Canaletto and 
Guardi. His best pictures are hardly inferior to theirs. 

57 Landscape Jan Van Goyen

Van Goyen was one of the first painters of genuine Dutch 
landscape, his numerous views of rivers and canals being dis- 
tinguished for their breadth and simplicity. 


58 Portrait of Thomas Herring James Hudson 

Archbishop of Canterbury .1701-1779

Hudson is regarded as the father of the English school of 
painting. He was one of the founders of the Royal Aca- 
demy, and in his studio Reynolds, Wright, Conway, Peters 
and others received their art training. He was contemporary 
with Hogarth, but more esteemed as a portrait painter. 

59 Portrait of Richard Kemble Sir Thomas Lawrence

Lawrence succeeded Reynolds and Romney as the supremely 
fashionable portrait painter of his age. He was a clever 
painter of court and fashion, in which line he stands per- 
haps unrivalled. 
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60 Portrait of a Gentleman Jean Honore Fragonard 

Lent by A. L, Nicholson, Esq. 1732-1806 

This picture was brought to England during the Reign 
of Terror by a French emigre. It is considered to be 
the finest picture by Fragonard outside of France. 

Fragonard had a marvellously graceful and light touch, and 
painted portraits, historic and genre pictures, landscapes and 
miniatures with equal facility. The distinction of his work 
lies in its exquisite grace, brilliant color, and the magic of its 
chiaroscuro. His works are greatly sought after and are 
represented in the chief galleries of Europe.

Benjamin Thompson, adventurer, soldier of fortune, 
statesman, sociologist, and man of science, was born 
at Woburn, Mass., in 1753. In his early life he was a 
school teacher, but became a man of means by marry- 
ing a wiealthy widow. Suspected of being a Tory dur- 
ing the Revolutionary War, he went to England, where 
he received a colonelcy from the British government. 

He came back to this country with a regiment, which 
held a fort on Long Island. Returning to Eu- 
rope, he obtained an important government appoint- 
ment in Bavaria, where he completely reorganized the 
civil and military system of that country. He became 
famous not only as a statesman, but a sociologist and 
scientific investigator, having made important dis- 
coveries in physics. He was the founder of the Royal 
Institution of England. He received many honors 
from European powers, was knighted by the British 
government, and was created a count of the Holy 
Roman Empire. Although invited by the U. S. Gov- 
ernment to revisit America, he never returned to his 
native land. He died at Auteuil in 1792. 


64 Portrait of Mrs. Bullock Daniel Gardiner

This picture has been in the possession of the family 
since it was painted. 

Few people ever heard of this artist until 1908 when one of 
his works, a pastel portrait of Lady Faulkener sold for the 
unusually high price of $6,550. This was owing to the small 
publicity Gardiner gave his work during his lifetime. He 
was successful and highly regarded as an artist; but most of 
his works, still remain in the collections of descendants of his 
sitters, and very rarely come into the market.
